With respect to a possible Falsely Claiming Citizen- 

ship violation, Title 18, Section 911, USC, the proper authorities 

could indicate the requirements necessary at the time applications 

were made for liquor and food handling licenses issued to 

restaurants, bars and food businesses of which the subject is 

reportedly owner. The requirements as to citizenship may be 

a necessary factor to be considered by an applicant for 

such licenses.

The records réveal that ALLEGRETTI entered the 
United States at New York City, New York on May 15, 1906 
aboard the S. S, Bulgaria, and with his mother, who traveled 
under the name of LUCIA-RIO, proceeded to 373 South Clark . 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, the residence of DOMINIC POLICHERI, 
father of ALLEGRETTI. i 

On August 23, 1957 ALLEGRETTI appeared at the office 
of the INS, Chicago, and executed forms for a new alien 
registration card. At this time he was issued a new card and 
was advised that he must file a new alien report each year. 
ALLEGRETTI stated that he had assumed that he.was a derivative 
citizen until 1940 at which time he lost a liquor license because 
of being an alien. As a result he registered as an alien and 
appeared at the immigration office with a local Congressman 
and a judge, whose names were not given, in an effort to make | 
application for naturalization.

A vagrancy report dated April 16, 1935 indicated that 
one JAMES MILLO of 822 South Irving, Chicago, was picked up as 
a robbery suspect as one of six men who committed a robbery at 
450 South Green Street, on December 3, 1934.

| According to this informant, at that time, ANTHONY 
ACCARDO was the top man in the Chicago area and that SAM 
GIANCANA was the final arbitrator in all matters of organizational 
interest, In this connection GIANCANA was responsible for the 
entire Chicago area with authority to advocate "districts" and 
places those districts under the control of certain men as he 
chose, i l 


The informant said that these "district men" were 

required to pay a certain sum of money each month to GIANCANA 
who in turn, turned over a certain sum to ACCARDO, The "district 

men" were allowed wide latitude in the means they exercised 

to raise this money and any money they made in excess of the 
amount paid to GIANCANA could be considered as profit. 

According to the informant the payments made by the “district 

men" must be made promptly and in cash and failure to meet these 

obligations were generally considered to be a fatal mistake. 


OG T-3 pointed out that the principal commodity the 
"syndicate" had to offer was protection, i.e., protection from 
police action and protection from other hoodlums, The informant 
noted that gambling is protected from police action and this 
 i4nevitably gives rise to other criminal activities such as prosti- 
tution, narcotics, etc. The informant pointed out that if the 
police were compromised in one activity there is a certain 
reluctance to act in another direction. The informant stated

Description of Term 'Syndlcate," 
and Other Gambling Activities 


On April 3, 1958, MARSHALL: CAIFANO afivised SA RALPH R. 
HILL that at that time hews a member of a group in Chicago which 
was known as the Chicago Syndicate cdmposed /primarily of 
gamblers.  CAIFANO stated that several members made up a 
hierarchy of this syndicate and apportioned districts out of 
which they operate. CAIFANO stated that Ahe syndicate member 
in charge of each district would receive/a percentage of all 
gambling conducted in his district and'£hereby taking 
“disastrous measures" if those individuals prove untrustworthy. 
CAIFANO would not admit that the syndicate controlled anything 
other than gambling nor would he identify the members other 
than himself who composed this syndiféate, 


On March 31, 1958, CG T-3 advised SA ROBERT L. BAKER 
that he was of the opinion that the syndicate in the Chicago 
area was at that time a highly organized group within this area 
and that the most influential and powerful men in the Chicago 
organization were widely acquainted throughout the country and 
it would only be logical to surmise that these men would and 
did contact their friends in other cities to be sure that certain 
of their wishes were carried óut. CG T-3 further stated that the 
syndicate was concerned primarily with organized gambling in 
211 forms and that many other types of crimes contributed to the 
syndicate were often the reSult of some personal activity of an 
individual believed to havé syndicate connections. The informant

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said that the very nature of the organizational structure of 
the syndicate made it inevitable for top syndicate members to 
turn to criminal activities othef than gambling in view of the 
fact that the opportunity existed that there was revenue to 

be gained. 


According to this iAformant, at that time, ANTHONY 
ACCARDO was the top man in the Chicago area and that SAM | | 
GIANCANA was the final arbifrator in all matters of organizational 
interest. In this connection GIANCANA was responsible for the 
entire Chicago area with aüthority to avocate "districts" and 
places those districts under the control of certain men as he 
chose. 


| The informant/said that these "district men" were 
required to pay a certdin sum of money each month to GIANCANA | 
who in turn, turned oyer a certain sum to ACCARDO. The "district 
men" were allowed widé latitude in the means which they exercised 
to raise this money and any money they made in excess of the 
amount payable to GJANCANA could be considered as profit. 
According to the informant the payments made by the "district 
men" must be made promptly and in cash and failure to meet these 
obligations were generally considéred to be a fatal mistake. 


| CG T-3/ pointed out that tlie principal commodity the 
syndicate had tó offer was protectio i.e. protection from police 
action and protection from other hoodlums. The informant noted 
that gambling Was protected from police action which inevitably 
gave rise to óther criminal activities Such as prostitution, 
narcotics, etc. The informant pointed out that the police were 
compromisinüg/inactivity because there would be a certain 
reluctance to act in another direction. The informant stated 
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that the "district man" was under considerable compulsion 

to raise a certain amount of money eack month and if gambling 
revenues were certain or inadequate tiie "district men" then 
would turn to any means evitable to faise the necessary funds. 


CG T-4 advised on January 7, 1958, that ALLEGRETTI 
at that time operated a large gambling operation in the East 
State Penthouse of the Devonshire’ Hotel and controlled 
prostitution and gambling on ChijCago's near north side. 





CG T-5 advised, that ALÉEEGRETTI was a syndicate 
representative who at one timg controlled gambling in the 
north side of Chicago in addition to his interests in several 
taverns and night clubs dn that area.

Lecords of tho Immigration and Naturalization 
service (INS) as made available on December 20, 1957, 
indicated that James Allegretti was born on May 31, 1905, 
in Naples, Italy, and his parents were listed as Dominic 
Polichori nnd Lucia Policheri, nee nio.
